United States for a national agricul- 
tural meeting in Washington in Feb- 
ruary, J. S. Wannamaker, of St. 
Matthews, 8S. C., president of the cot- 
ton association, stated by telephone 
from his home tonight. . 

The object of this meeting, accord- 
ing to Mr. Wannamaker, will be to 
secure a nation-wide coalition of 
farmers to place American agriculture 
upon the “same basis agricultur® oe- 
cupies in Europe.” This meeting, he 
said, “will mark the beginning of an 
agrarian revolution that will put 
agriculture back into the position of 
importance it occupied in Washington 
before the civil war. 

Declaring that industry is variously 
protected against loss from overpro- 
duction and economic accidents, Mr. 
Wannamaker said the Washington 
meeting would seek to secure equal 
protection for farmers. This  protee- 
tion, he stated, would be sought 
through legislative and other channels. 
The first of these will be opened by 
the Atlanta cotton conference, which 
will vote solidly to curtail cotton pro- 
duction one-third, he predicted. 

Washington Meeting. 

Ile predicted further that the Wash- 
ington conference would ask for leg- 
islation to stabilize prices of raw ma- 
terials, to open up waterways to the 
transportation of agricultural prod- 
ucts and to allow special considera- 
tion for farmers on taxation. Another 
move of the Washington meeting, he 
said, will be to “place farmers in 
the same position as labor unions 
occupy” by asking for legislation 
“such as that limiting immigration” 
which will provide machinery for dis- 
posing of surplus production abroad. 

Ile added that this conference will 
take some action condemning the ac- 
tivities of the government in draining 
swames and irrigating desert land. 
Instead, he declared, the conference 
will suggest that these lands be given 
over to timber, whereas now they 
merely go toward increasing the over- 
production evil.

CHAPTER XXNII. 
After the Georgia convention of 
1861 had adopted the secession ordi- 
nance and cast the fortunes of the 


state with the newly forming Con- 
federacy, both public and _ private 
interests centered in the _ prepara- 


tions for the inevitable war that was 
to put in jeopardy. the fortunes and 
future ofthe southern people. Not- 
withstanding that, there was a for- 
midable company. of eminent men in 
Georgia, a number of the most promi- 
nent residents here in Atlanta, who 
were opposed at heart to ihe dis- 
ruption of the union and the division 
of the countrv into two antagonistic 
republics, and who under the skin 
felt sure that the Confederate ven- 
ture would ultimately fail and the 
union preserved and slavery abol- 
ished, yet their love for their fellow 
citizeng’, their interest in their homes 
and loved ones, and whatever for- 
tunes they possessed, were so affixed 
in the south that they were cen- 
strained to give their adhesion and 
their frank suyport to thegConfederate 
authorities and to the prosecution of 
the war. 

the strategic position of Atlanta as 
a center of railways radiating to all 
parts of the south, as nearest to the 


center geographically of the terri- 
tory involved in the secession, and 


as one of the most defensible points 
for the concentration of war muni- 
tions’ and supplies, necessarily made 
the city an outstanding focus and 
factor of the war operations. 

The people of the city were filled 
with war fervor. Great pubiiec meet- 
ings were held here to stimulate the 
War spirit and encourage every pos- 
sible contribution to the success of 
the southern adventure. Such men 
as Stephens and ‘Toombs, Howell 
Cobb and Hancey of Alabama and 
Breckenridge of Kentucky, were 
brought to the city and addressed 
huge and enthusiastic war assem- 
blies. Able-bodied men of the city, 
young and old, were eager to enter 
the army that was being assembled 
in Virginia from the coast cities, on 
the borders and in the trans-Mis- 
sissippi country. The fire companies 
in Atlanta promptly declared them- 
selves minute men and ready to go 
at the call of the state, or the Con- 
federacy. ‘The military companies, 


already organized, tendered their 
services almost to a man. New com- 


panies were formed and elected their 


officers,. until it seemed that -every 
man of fighting blood and strength 


in the’ city had his name upon tlie 
muster rolls, and was waiting to be 
called into service. 

The business men had early taken 


action to sever as far as_ possible 
all trade and financial connections 
with their northern cerrespondents. 


The women of the city were full of 
fervent patriotism, and gave them- 
selves up to every possible endeavor 
to equip their loved ones who were 
going forth to fight. They cheered 
them on to _action with their smiles, 
and stimulated them with their songs; 
many of them newly written to em- 
boay the sentiments of the 
and some of them have survived the 
wreckage of the war and are still 
favorites in the salons and_= school- 


‘rooms of the south. 


When the soldiers from other states 
were passing through Atlanta’ en 
route to their assigned stations in 
Virginia and the Carolinas, or Ten- 
nessee, the good women of Atlienta 
in great flocks would meet thei”? at 
the railway station, or in their tem- 
porary bivouacs in the city, and sup- 
ply them with excessive stores of 
palatable food and table delicacies. 
There was no lack of the spirit of 
at any fjime in Atlanta. 


Whatever seemed to be called for by | 


any situation or emergency from the 
patriotism and generosity of the At- 
lanta people was promptly forth- 
coming. 

Perhaps no soldiers ever went forth 
to any army since the age of chivalry 
in western Europe and carried with 
them such strong evidences of the love 
and devotion of those for whom they 
were going forth to fight, than did 
those soldiers of the south, and their 
going torth so gayly and so gallantly 
was in strong contrast with the re- 
turn of the survivors four years after- 
wards: worn out, searred and often 
wounded, ragged, defeated, and re- 
turning to homes. or the ruins of 
liomes, over which they could vis- 
nalize only the great question mark: 
“What of the future?’ 

In the meantime for three years 
Atlanta was the busy center of war 
activities. Factories for the manu- 
facture of every possible munition and 
ordnance, and for all necessary sup- 
plies for the several. services of a 
fighting army, were put in operation, 
and thousands of men were brought 
in with their families to eonduet those 
vital operations. The commencement 


of hostilities and the results of the 
battles that were being fought, all 


‘ 


beyond our vision and hearing, began 
soon to be apparent... Long trains 
arrived in the city bringing dead of- 
ficers and ‘soldiers who could -be identi- 
fied and dispatched to their homes for 
burial, but bringing also hundreds and 
finally thousands of more or less des- 
perately wounded men who had to be 
hospitalized and cared for by the peo- 
ple in the rear. 

Atlanta became at once a central 
point for these medical and surgical 
activities, and ,eventually practically 
every public building. and many

I have tried to believe that the boll 
weevil is responsible for the fact that 
there are one hundred thousand fewer 
farms in cultivation today in Geor- 
gia, Alabama and South Carolina than 
in 1920. But I am not so sure of this 
when I reflect that there is no boll 
weevil in the west, and see that the 
farmers of Jowa, Ohio, Indiana, Ken- 
tucky and Lllinois are also in dire 
distress and find that there are in 
those states today fifty thousand 
farms less than in 1920. I am, there- 
fore, forced. to the conclusion that 
there must be an underlying and com- 
mon eause for the depression in 
agriculture that exists today all over 
the United States. Not climate alone 
is drawing farmers to Florida. Un- 
numbered thousands from the south 
and west are going there in the hope 
of recovering lost ground and rel ‘ld- 
ing shattered fortunes. 

These men from the west who have 
locked horns with Coolidge and Jar- 
dine say they Have discovered the 
cause of agricultural distress. I be- 
lieve they are right. L think they are 
on a hot trail and that somebody is 
going to be smoked out before many 
days elapse. It is a pity that south- 
ern leaders are taking no hand in this 


struggle which means more to the 
farmers of this country than any- 


thing that has gone before. 

If the effect of tariff laws an4 
kindred laws is to enabl@é manuace- 
turers to receive higher- prices for 
their products and to pay higher 
wages to their workmen why mar 
there not be enacted laws that will 
increase and stabilize the prices of 
farm products and increase and sta- 
bilize the incomes of those who till 
the soil? President Coolidge and Sec- 
retary Jardine are loud in their praise 
of protective tariff laws and stoutly 
affirm that such laws do stimulate 
American manufacturing and elevate 
the standard of living among Ameri- 
ean laboring men.

They recommend co- 
operative associations for farmers and 
frown upon the labor unions of the 


working men. 


I know it will be a bitter pill to 
southern democratic leaders to advo- 
cate any sort of protective tariff, but 
they may as well make up their minds 


that they must come to it sooner or 


later, if they expect to see prosperity 
upon the farms again. Unless farm- 
ers can make a profit on what they 
produce they must cease farming ar 
bankrupt. Unless something is 
done to increase profits in agriculture, 


we need not be surprised if another 


hundred thousand farms are aban- 
doned in Georgia, Alabama and South 
Carolina during the next five years. 

Reports have just-eome out from 
Washington to the -effect that the 
value of the Georgia crop for 1925 
is twenty-seven million dollars less 
than in 1924. The report shows fur- 
ther that the value of agricultural 
products for the United States is four 
hundred and forty-seven million dol- 
lars less in 1925 than in 1924. How 
long can this continue?

In 
one series when Jouisville was play- 
ing in Baltimore, Preston, the regular 
third baseman for Louisville, made 
three errors, John McC ‘loskey, mana- 
ger of the team at that time, became 
disgusted. walked out on the field and 
told Preston to go to the bench.

“Come on 
in here and play third base.” Collins 
waidered over to where McCloskey 
stood and told him, “I can’t play third 
base. I’d just mate a fool out of my- 
self.” 

Baltimore wanted to get the game 
over so we told Collins to play third. 
We promised him we would not pull 
any balls down the third base line and 
that we would not bunt on him. Fi- 
nally he consented ander those condi- 
tions. We kept our promise and Col- 
lins finished the series at third and 
continued playing the position the re- 
mainder of the eastern trip of his 


team. 
Most Consistenf of All. 

The next glimpse we got of Collins 
was in Louisville. He was still play- 
ing third. No longer bound to any 
promise, we started bunting to third. 
Three men bunted in succession, and 
Collins threw out each man. He had 
learned to field bunts. I have ‘still to 
see his equal. 

Collins was the best and most con- 
sistent fielder of all time. He not 
alone handled bunts superbly but he 
was perfect in fielding any other kind 
of batted ball. He ranged wider than 
any man that ever played the position.

If Ituck Weaver had remained in 
the game he might be regarded now 
as a keen rival of Collins and Me- 
Graw. He started as a shortstop | 
and while playing that position was 
the most erratic thrower I have ever 
seen on an infield. I know of no 
player that could throw the ball 
higher and farther from an _ infield 
position. It seemed that he- would 
never learn to throw accurately but 
he did learn, and when he was shift- 
ed to third and became accustomed 
to playing there, Weaver was one of 
the best throwers in the game. He 
was good on bunted balls, went far 
to left or right and handled any kind 
of chance that .came within range. 
He was a good hitter from either side 
of the plate, an able bunter and was 
fast or the bases. 

Bradley and Steinfeldt had strong 
arms and were good at fielding bunts, 
but neither was as good as McGraw 
or Collins in getting hard-hit balls. 

Joe Dugan has been the successor 
of Weaver in the American league. 
Not so versatile in hitting or field- 
ing,.he is still the nearest approach 
to Weave: and.one of the best men 
the game has developed in playing 
bunts. 

Heine Croh has always been a con- 
sistent fielder and thrower and a gvod 
batter, although handicapped in _ re- 
ce.t years by numerous injuries. His 
best work has always been done in 
the tight spots. 

Willie Kamm, whom Chicago 
bought from San Francisco for a ree- 
ord price, proved a_ graceful fielder 
and thrower but never got the credit 
in the majors that his work deservy- 
ed because of his lack of color. An- 
other reason is that Kamm did not 
hit well after leaving the coast mi- 
nors, 

Hans Lobert was a fair fielder and 
a first-class hitter, also one of the 
fastest players of all time. 

Bobby Jones. of Detroit, is a good 
all-around fielder and unusually in- 
telligent. While not flashy he is 
realiable and particularly good _ in 
close games.

If you bleach the hair with peroxide 
of hydrogen several times a week, 
do not think it will be noticeable 
through sheer materials. You cap 
even wear sleeveless evening gowns 
without any embarrassment about 
these inconspicuous hairs, if you keep 
the color bleached as fast as it be- 
gins to show at the roots. 

John G.—You can always keep 
your feet free from callous spots if 
you use a sanitary file or a piece 
of pumice on the places whenever they 
give you any trouble. Most people 
have this same difficulty, and do not 
regard it as anything to worry over. 

About once a week, after you have 
a hot bath, rub the file or the stone 
over the spots and most of the thick- 
ened outer skin wil] rub right off.

annual report of the Atlanta fire de- 
‘partment, made public Monday by 
Fire Chief W. B. Cody. The re- 
port showed a total of 2,721 alarms, 
7S more than in 1924. The total 
fire loss was given as $1,391,259. 
Chief Cody urges construction of a 
fire station in the tenth ward in the 
neighborhood of Stewart avenue, for 
protection of this rapidly growing sec- 
tion of the city. He also recommends 
additional equipment as well as a prac- 
tice tower for training of firemen.

High Lights in the Cotton Market 


BY THEO H. PRICE 
Editor of Commerce and Finance 


New York, January 4.—The open 
sea of 1926 upon which the cotton 
market emerges with the commence- 
ment of the new year is uncharted, but 
it looks smooth, and it is at least re- 
assuring to know that it will not 
be troubled ‘by any government esti- 
mates until mid-summer. 

The size of the American crop is 
no longer in doubt. The supply from 
othe: countries can be closely approxi- 
mated, @nd about the only unknown 
quantity in the price equation is the 
demand. An exact determination of 
this factor is not practicable, but all 
the available “information — indicates 
that the consumption will be the 
largest on record. Spinners’ takings 
of American cotton up to Decem- 
ber 25 are in excess of any previous 
season, and although there has been 
some slackening in exports of late, it 
is expected that the movement will 
soon pick up again ; 

It seems probable that the com- 
mercial crop, which ineludes linters, 
will be about 16,600,000 bales, and 
the indications are that so much of 
this supply will be absorbed that the 
carryover at the end of the season will 
not be burdensome or abnormal. 

An appreciation of these facts and 
probabilities was reflected in the stead- 
iness of Jast week's market, and barr- 
ing some unlooked-for development

_ But this stability will not last long 
if there are any developments that 
Suggest a decrease in the production 
for 1926-27, and for that reason the 
outlook for the new crop should be 
vigilantly watched. Although planting 
will commence jin southern ‘Texas 
about the 15th of February it is, of 
course, too early to make even a guess 
at the probabilities. 


It is, however, worth noting that 
some of the farmers’ associations are 
already organizing to secure a reduc- 
tion ik acreage, and although it is 
the fashion to disparage such efforts 
they should not be ignored. 

For it is a faet that an insuffi- 
cient crop next year would spell dis- 
aster to southern agriculture as well 
as to the cotton textile industry all 
over the world. It would put cotton 
to. a price that would overstimulate 
production in 1927-28, and it would 
paralze the world’s equipment of 
spindles and looms that must run day 
day and night to earn their keep and 
show a fair return upon their cost. 
That they could use up even 18 or 20 
million bales of American cotton if 
so much was available and the goods 
produced were marketable at a profit 
is undoubtedly true, and with the 
widespread improvement in trade now 
reported it is quite possible that the 
cousumption may increase more. rapid- 
ly than seems possible to some. For 
no one can set a limit to the economic 
progress of a world at peace and at 
work. 

In December, 1904. cotton sold at 
less than 61-2 cents because the crop 
was estimated at about 12,000,000 
bales.

_Q. What is the origin of the term 
“Yankee” ?—Corinne Williams, age 16. 

A. There is doubt about the begin- 
ning of that word. According to one 
view, it was the result of the mistake 
Indians made in pronouncing “Ang- 
lais,”” the Freneh word for “English- 
men. Other scholars believe they 
can trace the origin of “Yankee back 
to “Jankin,” a term used by the Dutch 
iin New York when they spoke of Eng- 
lish settler rs in Connecticut. “Jankin” 
ineant “John,” and by slight changes 
it could have become “Jankee”’ or 
“Yankee.” 


If you had been living in’ Greece or | 
Rome 2,200 years ago, you would sure~ 
ly haye heard about the mighty statue 
of Apollo which stood at Rhodes. 

In the year of which I speak, the 
statue was young. It had been finish- 


ed only six years before; but its fame 
must have been carried far and wide 
by the sailors of the sea. 

Rhodes is an island which lies off 
the southwestern coast of ‘Turkey. 
Twenty-one hundred years ago, it was 
an independent country whose people 
were mainly Greeks, 

Some time before, it had been at- 
tacked by a large fleet sent from Mace- 
donia. Rhodes had held out against 
the attack for a year, but it would 
probably have heen forced to give in 
had not the king of Egypt sent heip. 
By that help, the enemy ships were 
beaten off. 

‘The people of the island were filled 
With joy, and gave credit for their 
victory to their chief god, Apollo. In 
his honor, a mighty statue was ordered 
to be put up. A skillful man named 
Chares was placed in charge of the 
work. Pieces of bronze were molded 
into shape, and clamped _ together. 
Slowly—through the course of twelve 
yeurs—the statue grew, until at last it 
stood fully 100 feet high. 

The fame of the statue spread, and 
was classed as one of the seven won- 
ders of the world. ; 

Unhappily an earthquake shook 
Rhodes 56 years after the statue of the 
sun-god was put up. It toppled to the 
ground and Jay there. partly broken, 
for nine centuries. Pliny, the Roman 
scientist, saw it and wrote: 

“Even as it lies, it excites our won- 
der. Few men can clasp the thumb 
in their arms.’ 

Because of its size the statue was 
known as the Colossus (that is, the
